Safety Center Project Cleared “Y” Director 


Town Manager Richard Bowen 
told the Selectmen Monday that 
he expects to break ground for 
construction of the new Public 
Safety Center on North MainStreet 
in January or February and have 
the building ready for occupancy 
by the police and fire departments 
no later than November, 1968. 

He said he expects to have an 
article in the Marchwarrant which 
would authorize demolition of the 
present central fire station sothat 
development of the Town Hall-block 
for a new municipal office building 
and parking mall can beginas soon 
as the fire department is in its 
new headquarters, 

The Board of Selectmen went 
through the formality of instructing 


the manager to get underway with 
the safety center though, technicale 
ly speaking, the charter does not 
require that the board approve de= 
signs for building projects author- 
ized by Town Meeting, Two Select~ 
men in fact, voiced strong 
opposition to the contemporary 
design of the building, BothSelect= 
men William Stewart and Sidney 
P, White restated their preference 
for a building of traditional de- 
sign and Selectman White added 
to this his objection to the plans 
for locating’ firefighter sleeping 
quarters in the interior of the 
building where natural ventilation 
will not be available, 

Manager Bowen said that the 
alternative was to place the dormi= 


For High School Grounds 


On Monday the Selectmen re= 
ceived from Robert B, MclIntyre, 
chairman of the school building 
committee, a letter suggesting 
that it might be well for the town 
to assume responsibility for the 
maintenance of all school play=- 
fields, 

On Tuesday the School Com- 
mittee received a letter from 
Committeeman William A, Doherty 
taking exception to the McIntyre 
recommendation and suggesting 
as a counter proposal that the 
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school department assume imme= 


diate responsibility for those 
school grounds it does not already 
tend, 


Both letters were received by 
the respective boards, but left for 
later discussion, 

The McIntyre proposal, made 
for the building committee, points 
out that when the new high school 
is completed the area of school 
playfields will be greatly in- 
creased. They will require, said 
the chairman, year round, fulltime 
maintenance, Expressing the view 
that the job would be too big for 
custodial help at the school, the 
chairman said it ‘‘would appear 
to be a very natural extension of 
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tory where plans now call for 
location of a day room, He said it 
had been his and the architect’s 
feeling that firefighters would pre= 
fer daylight exposure in the room 
where they spend their waking 
hours, but that consideration can 
still be given to a shift in place~ 
ment, 

During the discussion, Select- 
man White told the manager that 
he believes a poll of men in the 
police and fire departments would 
show that they are not pleased 
with plans for the joint facility, 
He said the attitude among the 
men is what whatever their feel- 
ings, the manager intends to go 
ahead, 

Pettiness Involved 

Bowen replied that none of the 
objections now being voiced were 
raised when architects met with 
representatives of the two depart= 
ments and he. added; ‘I don’t 
think you can take a poll on how 
to do it unless you are ready to 
put up separate buildings.’’ He 
commented that ‘‘pettiness’’ has 
a great deal to do with some 
criticisms of the building and he

GOP Evaluating Peace Plan 


The Republican Town Committee 
considered but tabled action at its 
fall meeting on a resolution to 
endorse the recent proposal of 
Congressman F, Bradford Morse 
(R-Mass,) for step-by-step de- 
escalation of the Vietnam War, 

Morse suggested some weeks 
ago that the U, S, schedule a 
series of 60 day suspensions of 
bombing raids against the North 
Vietnamese to build a confidence 
between the combatants that might 
lead to peace negotiations, 

The GOP resolution was pro= 
posed by Arthur Neumark and 
opposed by Marco Pettoruto who 
cited his personal experience with 
the terroristic tactics of the North 
Vietnamese, Also supporting the 
resolution was Louis Friedman 
who pointed out that Congressman 


Morse has taken a positive step 
to establish a basis for negotia= 
tions and that no constructive 
suggestion to end the conflict 
should be disregarded, 

After several members in= 
dicated they needed time to 
evaluate the Morse proposal, it 
was voted to table the resolution 
until the next meeting,

Andover PO To Promote Zip Code 


Andover residents will have an 
opportunity to easily put ZIP into 
their mail late this month, 
Postmaster Francis Mooney re= 
ports today, 

During the last half of 
September, the post office will 
deliver to every householder a kit 
of eight postal cards which can be 
mailed back to the post office 
with addresses needing ZIP Codes, 
Each completed card will be sent to 
the post office which services the 
**zipless’’ address and the proper 
code will be added before the form 
is returned to the sender, 

No postage will be needed on

which is a reminder of the local 
ZIP Code, 

Last year approximately 4,000 
addresses were ZIP Coded by the 
Andover Post Office as part of a 
similar program using only one 
(or two) cards with spaces for as 
Mmauy as 13 addresses, Postmaster 
Mooney said, 

Nationally, about eight ad- 
dresses per card were returned 
during the 1966 project. 

The unit cost of entering the 
code onto each card will be less 
than the system used in 1966 be= 
cause no look-up will be necessary, 
Every card in the final post office 
will need the same code, so an in= 
experienced clerk will be able to 
simply stamp it on the card and 
send the form onits return journey. 

On an average day, between 175 
and 250 million new pieces of mail 
enter the postal system, It is not 
expected that more than 10 million 
of the ZIP=-A-LIST cards will bein 
the system at any one time during 
the peak periods of mailing, Since 
they will be handled essentially as 
ordinary postal cards, there will 


be no burden or dislocation of

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Editorial Comment 


Unwarranted 


The Andover Education Assn. has complained to the 
School Committee that it had difficulty recruiting new 
members for its contract negotiating team this year be- 


cause ‘‘the word is out that it is bad news 


to become 


involved with the collective bargaining procedure. 
Spokesmen for the organization of teachers and school 

administrators explained that some teachers admitted they 

feared job discrimination — trouble over tenure and pro- 


motions. 


There has been nothing in the relationship between the 
School Committee and the AEA since passage of the state 
law legalizing collective bargaining for municipal em- 
ployees to produce such an attitude. The association said

It can only be concluded, therefore, that this fear — real 
or imagined — has been generated from within the estab- 
lishment. If the school administration has not already 
undertaken to dispel what is apparently a far too prevalent 
attitude, it should begin at once to demonstrate in what- 
ever way it can that the fear is unwarranted. 

Collective bargaining is a fact of municipal life now, 
and employees who are involved with negotiations should 
be able to represent their fellow workers with confidence 
that their own personal careers will not be affected ad- 


versely. 


An Opportunity 


The ABC boys have arnved and settled in, initiating 
an experiment that will be watched for its effectiveness 
well beyond the boundaries of this community. 

The boys are here for an education — A Better Chance 
for the future than they could have hoped for in the cities 
where they grew up. But their presence provides a unique 
opportunity for the people of Andover to learn as well as 


teach. 


These boys come from worlds that are unfamiliar to the 
bulk of our population, the kinds of places where pro- 
blems have been fermenting that cannot be ignored. If we 
will listen, perhaps we can begin to grasp the reasons for 
the discontent that has produced what we observe from 
afar and label the ‘‘urban crises.’’ 

Conversely, if the A Better Chance boys are to learn 
all they should learn while they live in Andover, we must 
be quick to weave them into the fabric of our lives. A year 
of contrived meetings and artificial conversations will do 
nothing to breed the sort of genuine human understanding 
that it will take to truly unite the varied peoples of this 


amazing country.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN;: 

We are parents of a three year 
old boy who has a severe hearing 
loss, The inability to hear properly 
may be the most severe handicap 
a child can have because, although 
his mental ability is normal, his 
ability to accumulate language is 
limited. This inability to obtain 
language = to communicate 
normally - leads to an inability to 
acquire knowledge, and the result 
is that the deaf or hard of hearing 
person is unable to use his intel- 
ligence toits fullest. There is great 
hope for the deaf however when 
given a full, specialized education, 

Because of the German Measle 
epedemic of 1963-65 there are 
now 800 to 3400 deaf children aged 
2, 3, and 4 in Massachusetts, 
Massachusetts’ four schools for 
the deaf will be able to accommo= 
date, at most, about 180 of these 
800-3400 children, Even before 
this epidemic these 3 private and 
1 public school could not handle 
the number of deaf children here 
making it necessary to send them 
out of state at far greater cost to 
the state besides making for 
greater cost to the state besides 
making for greater separation of 
child and family, 

Because of the coming crisis 
we have been meeting regularly 
this summer with other parents 
of deaf children for the purpose 
of passing legislation so that our 
children may be given a chance, 
Senate Majority Leader KevinHar~ 
rington has been working closely 
with us, We now have 4 bills 
before the Massachusetts Legis= 
lature, They are Senate Bills 1370, 
1371, 1372 and 1373, Bill No, 1370 


calls for a panel of qualified pro= 
fessionals to develop detailed plans 
for putting progranis for the educa~ 
tion of deaf children into operation, 
Bills No, 1371, 1372 and 1373 would 
provide special day classes forall 
deaf, hard of hearing, and speech 
impaired children who need them 
within the public schools with the 
entire cost of these special pro= 
grams provided by the state, 

The legislation calls for the 
expenditure of money, but for con= 
siderably less money than would 
be required for the construction of 
new facilities, The money is a 
sound investment because educa= 
tion of the deaf works, Numerous 
examples could be cited to show 
that the deaf or hard of hearing 
child can become a leading, crea= 
tive member of society when he is 
the recipient of a good education, 
Unfortunately, as many examples 
could be cited for the child who 
fails to receive a full education 
and becomes a burden to society 
and himself, Unless actionis taken 
immediately our children face the 
latter, very dismal future, 

We ask your reader’s help in 
writing to our Senator James P, 
Ruark, and Representatives Wil- 
liam Longworth and James Hurrell 
at the State House in Boston stating, 
their support of these bills, 

Would any parents of deaf or 
hard of hearing children please

Tax Comparison 


Industry Wants Competitive Tax Rate 


The Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts, the 2,400 member 
state manufacturers’ association, 
has strongly urged Governor Volpe 
not to exceed the competitive cor= 
porate tax rates in light of a pub= 
lished report that the state’s chief 
executive is considering an $85 
million hike in income and cor= 
poration taxes to pay for increased 
state expenses, 

Commenting on the report, 
Walter P, Muther, AIM legislative 
counsel, declared: ‘‘Massachu= 
setts manufacturers are willing to 
pay their share of the tax burden, 
but we’re steadfastly opposed tc 
paying beyond the highest rate in 
any competitive industrial state in 
the country, 

“What is needed - in fact, it is 
vital - is a sound tax policy, one 
anchored to economic reality, Any 
and every tax policy must be 
anchored on something other than 
the mere fact that money is being 
spent to finance innumerable and 
inexhaustible needs, For an in= 
dustrial state like Massachusetts 
which at last has just gotten back 
to supplying 700,000 industrial jobs 
as it hadn’t been able to do since 
1960, it is absolutely basic that 
corporate tax rates do not exceed 
those of competitive industrial 
states,”” 

According to the published re= 
port, the Governor is considering 
a proposed corporate income tax 
hike from 6,765 percent to 7,5 per= 
cent, with the levy of $6.15 per 
$1000 valuation on tangible cor- 
poration property going to a $7 
rate,

specifically mentioned that some 
police have opposed a joint facility 
because they say the firemen are 
**nosey’® and should not be located 
where they can see the arrival of 
prisoners in custody, He pointed 
out that the design of the building 
planned makes this impossible, 

A question from Selectman Ste= 
wart triggered the discussion 
which led to settlement of the safety 
center issue, Plans and sketches 
of the building were presented to 
the board for comment several 
weeks ago but there had been no 
indication until Monday whether it 
would be built with or without the 
board’s blessing, 

Stewart asked how much money 
would be available for the project, 
The manager replied that he would 
be working with approximately 
$556,000, He said that acquisition 
of the site and demolition of the 
old Tyer warehouse had taken 
about $194,000, He said the archi-= 
tect has been told to bring the 
building in for $500,000, that 
$40,000 would cover architectural 
fees and thatthe remaining $16,000 
would be held for contingencies, 

White said he does not believe 
the building can be constructed 
for the budgeted price to whichthe 
manager replied: ‘*‘Great, If you’ re 
right, you are a hero and if you 
are wrong, no one will hear you,”” 
He reminded White that estimates 
show it normally costs more to 
build structures of traditional de= 
sign, 

**Given my druthers,’’ said the 
manager, ‘‘I would like to have a 
distinctly traditional building, but 
I don’t have the site to work with 
or the money.’® During the dis- 
cussion, Chairman Philip K, Allen 
said that he hopes to be around 
for the dedication and hopes that 
his name will be on the dedication 
plaque.
